At Grand 
Rapids, a couple of weeks oefore, he 
spoke for nearly three hours, at the 
end of which time his audience was 
stjlU so greatly Interested that they 
insisted upon bis talking for another 
half hour. These facts were known 
to the committee who secured him 
for last Friday evening, but "circum- 
stances which be did not control" 
rendered his couijng here decidedly 
disappointing, and we believe that no 
o« regrets It more today than -Mr. 
HJley. For the past two ytars he has 
lived .in Milwaukee, but for tea years 
previous to that time he was a mem- 
ber of the Republican state central 
committee in Michigan, and ia a 
lawyer of recognized ability and 
scholarly attainments. 
Unlike the 


Republican party, however, his views 


d n^t change on the money question 


in a single night, last July, aud he 
could not follow his party in its sup- 
port of a single standard. 
The only 


thing to be done was to come over to 
the support of Bryan, and advocate 
the free coinage of both gold and sil- 
ver, and this he has been doing with 
marked effect, up to his appearance 
here. THE GAZETTE has no excuse 
to make for Mr. Riley, other than that 
he became thoroughly tired out after 
speaking daily so long, was forced to 
travel both night and day to make 
connections, and not being a robust 
man physically, endeavored to keep 
himself up by stimulents to the detri- 
ment of his mental capacity. 


The speaker was introduced by W. 


F. Collins In a neat speech, he defin- 
ing the main issues of the campaign 
in a plain manner, and thereafter pre- 
sented Mr. Riley as one of those who 
had recently came over from the other 
side,-- Mr. Riley devoted the greater 


rjjJQf his time to the money question,, 
«; .started? out J by saying that he 


belonged to the party of Lincoln, 
Grant, Blaine and Garfleld, but could 
not train with the party of Hanna. 
He showed how everything bad de- 
creased in value proportionately to 
the price of silver, presenting statis- 
tics to prove his assertions. 
His 


flgures on the war debt, the amount 
we still owe, and how much more 
wheat, flour, cotton, wool or lands it 
requires to pay the interest and prin- 
cipal at present than it did in the 
early 70's was interesting and could 
not but be given due consideration by 
the audience. 
He said that 4>he total 


indebtedness of our manufacturers, 
merchants and farmers today Is esti- 
mated at 120,477,000,000, increasing 
day by day and year by year, and with 
a continuance of the present monetary 
system, the future looks decidedly 
dark and gloomy. Mr. Riley arralnged 
Cleveland in vigorous language for 
us attitude In this campaign, his 
truckling to money powers of Wall 
street in New York and Lombard 
street in London, and predicted that 
tba Democratic party would be much 
better after weeding out such men as 
Cleveland, Vilas, Bragg and Usher.' 
Quotations from former speeches of 
McKlnley showing how he stood on 
the question heretofore, how be fav- 
ored and advocated free coinage of 
silver, and his opposite attitude at 
the present time, were read, as were 
also extract* from the Republican 
campaign text book of 1892.

Some three hundred members of St. 


Peter's Polish congregation met last 
Sunday afternoon. Tho meeting was 
an enthusiastic one, notwithstanding 
that the congregation lost heavily by 
lire but one week before.

cussing matters, it was decided to 
commence the erection of a new 
church and school combined in the 
curly spring, as soon as the weather 
will permit. The structure will pre- 
sent a grand and imposing appear- 
ance, and will be nearly double as 
large as the one Just destroyed. The 
first floor will be but very slightly 
elevated above the surface, and this 
will be divided into school rooms to 
be used as a parochial school, the 
rooms being large aud well lighted. 
On the floor jibovo will be the church, 
some 60 feet wide by over 100 feet 
deep. Further details have not yet 
been settled, except that the new 
edifice will be located on the corner, 
or Second street and Fourth avenue, 
covering the ground where the burned 
and demolished walls of the parish 
residence still stand. Following the 
erection of a new church and school, 
a priest's residence will be put up, 
but In the meantime Rev. Q. Zielinski 
will occupy a residence on Franklin 
street, near the corner of Second, into 
which he moved on Mtndiy. The 
new residence will be erected north 
of the church, facing Second street, 
and both structures will be of solid 
brick and stone. The work of clear- 
Ing the grounds preparatory for next 
spring's operations has been com- 
menced.

INFAMOUS INTIMIDATION 


• Att*»|>*«d by ixtgald Crawford at M. 


LOB!*, but Falls. 


On Saturday, the 10th, Dugald Craw- 


ford, proprietor of the great depart* 
ment "store of D. Crawford & Co.. of 
Bt. Louis, discharged twelve of his em- 
ployei, some of whom had been in his 
employ for many years, because they 
confessed, when he questioned them 
upon, the subject, that they favored the 
free coinage of silver and intended to 
vote for Bryan. Crawford is a Scotch- 
man, ,and, although he has done busi- 
ness in St Louis for thirty years, he 
was but recently naturalized. He 1s a 
Republican and an advocate of the 
gold .standard. In discharging these 
men he declared that "Mo anarchist 
•ball-breathe the air of my establish- 
ment." and told them, further, to go 
out and tell their friends they had been 
dismissed because they favored free sil- 
ver. In an interview given out to The 
Globe-Democrat, the local Republican 
organ, in which he tells how angry he 
became when he learned "these vipers," 
as he called his employes, were going to 
vote against his "interests," Crawford 
bluntly says: 


"Finally I ordered my men In the 


office to make out a list of the silver 
tnen in my employ. When it was com- 
pleted there were twelve names on the 
list that we were sure of, and develop- 
ments have shown that we made no 
mistake." 


This outrage raised a perfect furor of 


indignation in St. Louis. 
Within an 


hour after it became generally known 
private citizens contributed nearly $2,- 
000 to'- a fund to prosecute Crawford 
for intimidation under both the federal 
and state law, and Governor Johnson, 
the ablest criminal lawyer In the city, 
was employed by the Democratic state 
committee to conduct the prosecution. 
The labor organizations took prompt 
action in denouncing the outrage, the 
papers were lull of threats from the 
people to stop their patronage of Craw- 
ford's store and such a storm was rasled 
about Crawford's ears as he never 
heard before. Tuseday afternoon, realiz- 
ing that discretion is the better part of 
valor, Crawford published a letter of re- 
pentance 
in The Post-Dispatch, in 


•which he says: 
' "J Jhave invited all of the men to re- 
,turn*|o my store and to occupy their 
fpriiii^r. several positions -\7ithout preju- 
-tlice i& regards the future, and without 
loss of, salary since they left my em- 
ploye • 
"A nv.n in anger often makes mis- 
ta'kes, but I do not believe he loses 
any of .his manhood by admitting his 
error. I desire every man in my em- 
ploy'to vote as he pleases, but I be- 
lieve that every man who carefully 
studies existing conditions should vote 
for McKinley. To allow all of my em- 
ployes to vote as they please and have 
ample time to do so I have decided to 
close the store of D. Crawford & Co. at 
1 p. m. on Nov. 3." 
The issuing of a warrant for his ar- 


rest has caused many a criminal be- 
sides Crawford to "repent of his er- 
ror," but" "repentance" of this kind 
does not stop 
prosecution. 
Before 


Crawford is through with this matter 
he will have learned that he does not 
absolutely own the men who work for 
their •wages and without whose ser- 
vices he could not even open his store, 
much less do business.

WHY WHEAT 


HAS ADVANCED. 


It* Value Is Gauged Solely by 


the Laws of Supply 


and Demand. 


HIGH GOLD; LOW WHEAT 


Enormous Exportation Caused by Short 


Crops ill India, Russia, Agentina, 


and the United States. 


Prtoe Gradually Declined 


Silver Was Damonetiied—India Bay- 


Ing; RupM Paper and Wheat— 


•peculation Ha* Only Followed 


Natural Tendency ot High- 


er PrlcM—Wnat Mr.

Chicago, Oct. 20.—(Special.)—The re- 


cent advance of 17 cents a bushel In 
the price of wheat has given rise to 
considerable discussion aa to what ex- 
tent the Republican managers have 
participated in the advance. Many er- 
roneous statements are made, among 
•which being one attributing the ad- 
vance to McKiniey's probable election, 
and the probable defeat of silver in No- 
vember. One Republican paper gives 
credence to the statement that Inas- 
much as the value of wheat to the far- 
mers In this country has Increased in 
tbe neighborhood of 1100.000,000, there 
can be no possible doubt but that the 
gold sentiment has done It. 


The value of wheat is gauged abso- 


lutely by the unalterable laws of sup- 
ply and demand, aided temporarily at 
times, by speculative influences. Spec- 
ulators occasionally advance or break 
the price of wheat.accordlug to the oppor- 
tunities offered In the exercise of the 
business. There are evidences at the 
present time which show clearly that 
either the Republican national com- 
mittee, or a syndicate In close touch 
with It has recently 
been partici- 


pating In a speculative syndicate which 
has had for its purpose the making of 
campaign capital in addition to a few 
dollars. 
It Is of ten asserted that during the al- 


most continual decline In the price of sti- 
ver bullion since the demonetisation of 
silver 
In '71. the price of wheat 


han advanced, and the differences of 
relative worth have been gradually 
widened. That this Is not true is shown 
in tbe report of the United States de- 
partment ot agriculture, showing the 
average price of wheat for the years 
1868 to 1895, Inclusive. 
Before silver 


was demonetized It sold at $1.29 per 
ounce. From 1866 to 1869 the average 
price of wheat was $1.18 a bushel. From 
1870 to 1873. *1.«4; from 1874 to 1880. 
95 cents; from 1881 to 1885, 88 cents; 
from 1886 to 1890, 77 cents, and from 
1891 to 1896, 60 cents. With the appre- 
ciation In the price of gold the tenden- 
cy Is for higher prices for wheat, and 
It Is recorded that In so far an money 
can have any Influence on the price 
of wheat, high prices for silver have 
always brought high prices for wheat 
Such advance, however, would not be 
uniform with the advance of both sil- 
ver and wheat 
Under a bimetallic 


system the premium would be removed 
from 
gold, 
and 
sliver, 
of course, 


•would advance. Thin would In a meas- 
ure equalize the advance In the price 
of wheat. According to the estimate 
made by one of the most prominent 
grain dealers In Chicago, the advance 
from 70-cent wheat would be to about 
Jl. while sliver would at onco go to 
$1.29. 


The Wall Street Journal gives the 


following explanation of the weakness 
In silver, so far aa It Is considered aa 
a commodity: 


"The explanation giver by dealers of 


the weakness in silver is absence of 
demand for India. This Is considered 
confirmatory of the reported shipments 
of wheat from here to India and makes 
the silver situation interesting. Here- 
tofore India had wheat for export and 
silver was In demand In London to 
pay for India wheat. Having no wheat 
now to export, the demand for silver 
has lessered, and India 
In buying 


wheat. Is buying It on * gold basis and 
paying practically $1 30 a bushel In sli- 
ver for what costs about 70 cents a 
bushel In gold In Chicago. 


"We learn, however, that other fac- 


tors at this moment are more power- 
fully at work lessening; the deman.-i for 
ellvcr. On* Is the heavy liquidation in 
London Trlthln the pa«t ten days In In- 
dia rvp«« paper. It seems that Lon- 


don operators during the summer, In 
anticipation of the sweeping victory 
in the United States for free silver, 
bought rupee paper aa a speculative 
venture. .These operators made a 
profit in this paper, sold it, and India 
being the natural home for it has been 
buying. Another factor has been th* 
very aull trade of East Indian coun- 
tries and China and Japan for raw 
materials, such as teas, silks, etc." 


Aside from the speculative Influences 


which have been at work In silver, the 
laws of supply and demand have un- 
doubtedly governed present prices of 
wheat Extraordinary causes are at 
work this year to advance the price of 
wheat, and were It not for the depres- 
sion which ia due to the rise of the 
price of gold, wheat prices would now 
be very high. The wheat crop In the 
United States Is very short this year, 
being 56,000,000 bushels less than the 
average crop for twenty yean. The 
last government crop report placed the 
crbp at 411.090.000 bushels. Add to this 
the available supply of 52.000,000, the 
official estimated reports makes the to- 
tal crop 463,000,000. The exportation of 
wheat has been phenomenal this year, 
and if kept up at the present rate, will 
reach fully 150,000,000 bushels, leaving 
but 313,000,000 bushels for consumption 
and seed purposes In this country, 
which Is not enough for the actual 
needs. 


Probably one of the greatest Influ- 


ences that have ever apeared In the 
history of the wheat trade has been 
Argentina's production of enormous 
quantities of wheat, which began a 
few years ago, and ever since that 
country has been a factor of the first 
Importance. 
Last year she shipped 


enormous quantities of wheat and this 
year nothing, nor will she, as her crop 
is practically ruined. 
The crop of 


Australia is only 30 per cent, of last 
year, and the most conservative of the 
estimates of the damage to the Rus- 
sian crop give a decrease under last 
year of 150,000,000 bushels. The almost 
complete failure of the crop In India 
has brought about a condition of thing* 
which has never existed ID the history 
of the grain trade before. Add t» these 
features the failure in the potato crop 
in Germany and In Ireland. 


The exportation of wheat. In quan- 


tity, has been astonishing, in the last 
two weeks over 8,000,000 bushels hav- 
ing been shipped. A number of car- 
goes were sent to India, being the first 
shipments ever made to that country. 


Big operators In wheat like John Cud- 


ahy, W. T. Baker, W. R. Linn, August 
Brosseau and Armour have had men out 
for months to estimate this year's crop. 
The reports received by them have 
caused them to give expression to the 
belief that the United States would this 
year raise less than 400,000,009 bushels 
of wheat. Upon these estimates, and 
the enormous exporting demand, they 
have built their Lopes for higher prices. 
That they do not take any stock in th* 
assertions so often made ly the Repub- 
licans that the advance In the price of 
wheat Is due to the belief In the minds 
of the people that McKlnley will be 
elcted is shown In the statement mad* 
by Mr. John Cudahy, who said It mad« 
no difference who was elected president 
of this country, wheat this year would 
go up Just the same. 


In corn, oats and provisions, there Is 


no shortage In this country, and such 
minor advances aa have been made 
from the lowest prices, that have been 
ever recorded in either of these com- 
modities, are only in sympathy with 
the advance In the price of wheat 


Should this country remain upon a 


gold standard basin, gold would cer- 
tainly go to a higher premium. A leading 
bullion firm In Wall street has recent- 
ly been selling calls on gold dated be- 
yond election 
day, at 1% per cent 


premium. This shows clearly the be- 
lief of Wall street In higher prices for 
gold should McKlnlev be elected. On 
the other hand. If this country goes to 
a bimetallic basis by the election of 
Mr. Bryan, the price of silver would 
at once go to tl 29 per ounce. In con- 
sequence the price of wheat would also 
advance at once, as payment would 
then be made In gold as now, purchased 
according to ltd parity with silver in tb« 
exchange market.

MEN IN THE TURRET.

In tn« Mext Naval Battle. 


In that coming battle between the steel 


fleets of two first class powers, to which 
nautical authorities have beeii looking for- 
ward ever slnoo modern battle ships be- 
came the mighty engines of problematical 
forces thut thoy are, the military mart and 
lighting top will play u deadly part and be 
the station of danger and heroism. 


As everybody knows, the old mnst, the 


mast of yards and nails, has vanished from 
the modern ships of war. The Newark is 
the only modern ship In the United States 
navy which has sail carrying mtt«t«. The 
place of the mast that was erected for sail 
cairying purposes is taken on the modern 
worship by a Hteul tower, which risen from 
the deck to support ouo or muybe three or 
four circular gallories, where rapid fire or 
machine guns are placed, which In time 
of notion, pour their hall of bullets at tbe 
deobs and port* of the hostile ship. 


The object is to kill the gunners, for tt 
is self evident that the most powerful gun 
is foweriess if its crow Is dead. Take the 
90 rapid fire guns distributed along the su- 
perstructure of the Indiana, From a fight- 
ing top such a storm of lead could be driv- 
en upon them great guns as would make It 
impossible for io»u to work them. There- 
fore, It will bo one of the first duties of a 
worship to •hoot away with its heavy guos 
the military ntast of its adversary. • 


As one well directed shot will sund the 


mast tumbling, It is not probable that any 
Ship will oonio out of on engagement with 
its military mast standing. The shooting 
nw«y of the most will, of course, uiucwi the 
death of every man in the fighting tops. 
Men sent there will know M thuy olhfib 
the dark ladder to their stations that they 
go to almost certain death and will have 
only one duty before them, to kill as many 
of the eoomy uu thoy cua before tho crush 
comes. — Kansas City Journal

IT IB A BAD BECOKP. 


At the Democratic state convention 
:ld in Milwaukee on the second of 


ast month, the following plank formed 


portion of its platform : 
"We favor a co-employ bill that will 


:;fTiciently protect the employe apainst 
the negligence of a co-employe and 
recommend Immediate legislation to 
hat end." 


In his speeches throughout the 


state during the present campaign 
Ion. W. C. Silverthorn has declared 
hat he is in favor of an efficient co- 
employe bill, and if he should be elect- 
d, together with a IcKislature that 
approves of his views, stieh a law will 
be passed. 


Now as to Maj. Scofleld's record 


along the same line : ]Ie was a nicm- 
jer of the state senate in 3887 and 
889, and when he was given an op- 
portunity to show a sense of justice 


nd a feeling of friendliness toward 


railroad and other employes, he placed 
himself on record by his vote as sen- 
ator as an enemy of the working 
people. 
During the session of the 


eglslature of that year, a co-employe 
bill was introduced in the assembly, 
t was looked upon by worKingmen 
as a just measure, and one that meant 
something to the employes of tha rail- 
road corporations, Its provisions fully 
covering all cases where an employe 
suffered an injury through the negli- 


ence of co-employes. 
This 
bill 


passed the assembly, and on 
the 


I3th day of April, 1887, it came up 
for passage in the senate. There it 
was killed by a motion to "lay on the 
table," which is equivalent to in- 
definite postponement, 
and 
Maj. 


Scofleld's name is recorded as favor- 
ng such action. This is the record 
of the man who now pretends to favor 
abor, and asks the vote of the labor- 
ng man to help place him in the gov- 
ernor's chair. 
He cannot escape the 


odium of his action at that time, as 
his name and vote is -recorded in the 
annals of the state at Madison. 


Scofleld was also a member of the 


egislature In 1889, as stated above, 
at which time a fake co-employe bill 
was introduced. 'This met with no 
opposition from railway corporations, 
in fact was perfectly satisfactory to 
them, as it afforded only a pretended 
protection 
to employes, 
and was 


brought forward to prevent the pass- 
age of a just measure, such as had 
been killed two years before. Scofleld 
voted for the bill of 1889, and it was 
passed. 
Those acquainted with the 


history of that legislature and the In- 
justice they heaped upon tho head of 
the laborer and the railroad man, can- 
not consistently vote for 
Edward 


Scofleld, but should record their votes 
for Willis C. Sllvcrthcrn.

quested to famish evidence in proof that 
the legislation of 1873 was a crime. It 
would seem that all the literature fur- 
nished on both sides of the issue in this 
campaign would be sufficient to show the 
nature of the legislation at that time and 
since.

Of course, 
the demonetization, or in other words, 
the change in the unit of value was effect- 
ed in 1078, but has been followed by 
legislation which brings about the pres- 
ent condition, to-wit: a debt of $82,000 .

ard, and -Nov. 1, 1805, there waS in the 
national treasury in round numbers, 
*U2,90l>,00« in gold. Any pupil in our

d what does this last amount repre- 


sent? Simply credit. In the legislation 
which has occupied the attention of 
our financiers, the word coin in bonds, 
has been interpreted to mean gold, and 
where the words "lawful money" arc 
used, it is understood to mean gold, as 
the government has dishonored silver. It 
is no longer lawful money, for the bond- 
holder. In domestic relations the silver 
dollars pass current, until we come to 
pay debts where the contract clause has 
given the debtor the liberty to discrimi- 
nate between the money of the constitu- 
tion. Was it a crime Y When I scrape 
money enough together to liquidate an 
obligation and find that the creditor or 
his business manager demand gold, and I 
find it inserted in the contract, what am 
I to do? Go to the bank and change for 
gold ? Here I am told that they cannot 
give m» gold for paper and other money, 
and my only way is to overpay in order 
to satisfy my creditor. 
Was it a crime 


I ask? Where Ls your 53-cent dollar, the 
"make-believe' dollar? All s ber-minded 
citizens must act in this matter for them- 
selves, but should 
remember 
that 


should they at this time be creditors 
it may come to them in a different light 
in the future, and laws should be so regu- 
lated as to be absolutely just to both 
creditor and debtor in the medium of 
payment.

HYSICIANS 
and 


sanitary 
experts 


tell us that out- 
breaks of fever and 
other diseases that 
frequently 
occur 


during the autumn 
may be caused by 
the neglect of a 
few simple sanitary 
precaution*. When 
leaving the house 


£or tie summer it is well to see that the 
traps and pipes are all in perfect order, 
That there be no laakages. Flushing 
the pipes several times during the sum- 
mer is of great importance, also the 
free use of disinfectants. Before tak- 
ing possession of a house that has stood 
unoccupied for any length of time, all 
of the inside doors should be opened, 
the windows and outside doors closed, 
and four or five pounds of sulphur 
shuld be burned ia the cellar. 
This 


may be done with perfect safety if a 
•cast iron pan 
containing 
water is 


placed on the cement floor, a smaller 
pan containing hot ashes and coals 
put into this, and upon the coals a 
package of powdered sulphur is placed. 
It will neither explode nor blaze, but 
smolder and smoke, and if inflammable 
•articles are removed from the immedi- 
ate vicinity there is not the slightest 
danger in leaving it to burn out and 
thoroughly fumigate the place. 


Railway Accident Caused by Heat. 
A passenger train on the North Brit- 


ish railway met with a curious accident 
which engineers attribute to the in- 
tense heat which prevailed on that day. 
The train when rounding a curve left 
the rails and ran on the ballast for 
nearly four hundred feet before it could 
be stopped. 
This state of things was 


brpught about by the spreading of the 
rails from the expansion caused by the 
beat. According to the report the ther- 
mometer on that day and at this point 
registered 128 degrees. The derailing 
occurred at noon while the track, was. 
exposed to the full rays of the sun. 
The expansion took place within a 
few hours, as an inspector had passed 
over the road during the forenoon and 
everything appeared to be in the usual 
condition. As the train approached the 
spot the engineer saw that the rails 
were badly warped, and although he 
at once applied the brake, it was too 
late to stop. 
The curious feature of 


the mishap was that the engine re- 
mained on the track, having gone safe- 
ly over the spread rails. In connection 
with this account comes the statement 
that toe road bad not been kept in the 
very best condition. 


Protection for Safe*. 


While there may be some plausible 


pretext for setting traps for mischiev- 
ous persons and animals, there can be 
but little urged in favor of this prac- 
tice when any number of individuals 
nave access to the place in which the 
traps are placed. 
An inventor has 


brought out a device 
by 
means of 


which, when a safe-door is opened a 
hammer falls, and a glass vessel con- 
taining poisonous chemicals is broken. 
The fumes of the drug either stupefy 
or kill the burglar. All this is very well, 
if no one but the burglar ever went 
there, but should some interested per- 
son attempt to open the safe, he might 
forget that the trap was placed, and be 
suffocated by the vapor of the chem- 
icals. 
Such devices involve too much 


risk to the innocent ever to become 
popular. 


Magazine Pistol. 


A magazine pistol, pocket size, has 


been patented by Martin Bye, of Wor- 
cester, Mass., the operation of which is 
indicated by the cut. The 'Grip" or 
handle constitutes the magazine, and 
•ahen fully loaded holds ten cartridges, 
which are successively delivered to the 
diecharge chambers by a spring, the 
firing pin being operated by a trigger 


simiiar to the ordinary pistol or re- 
volver trigger.—New Ideas.

sired gravity and crystallizing the wax. 
Then the oil is frozen by processes 
similar to those employed for produc- 
ing artificial ice. The apparatus for 
this work is of the most complete and 
scientific construction. 
Enormously 


powerful pumps force the frozen oil 
into filter presses and convert the wax 
into a solid cake. The uses of paraffin 
are maniftfld, and every detail of ito 
manufacture is of the greatest Interest 
to all scientists.

"2. 7'he withdrawal of

the military authorities. Violators of 
this provision will be tried and pun- 
ished as aiders of the rebels. 


"3. Proprietors of cattle must carry 


them to towns or provide immediately 
that they shall receive due protection. 


"4. Eight days after the publication 


of this proclamation all rebels surren- 
dering in every municipality will be 
subject to the captain-general's dispos- 
al to order them where to reside, and 
it will be a commendation in their fa- 
vor for them to give available news 
about the enemy and to surrender with 
their firearms, and, moreover, to sur- 
render collectively in their organiza- 
tions. 


"5. The proclamation is only 
en- 


forceable in the province of Pinar del 
Rio."

THE 
MOSQUE OF 
OMAR IN DANGER. 


CONSTANTlNOPLB 


The Mosque ot Omar in Jerusalem, 


which the Armenians have threatened 
to destroy, is one of the most Interest- 
ing buildings in the holy city and one 
of the few 
remaining temples that 


marked the early power of the great 
Mohammedan religion. It stands on 
the ancient Mount Moriah, which was 
the site of the great temple of Solomon, 
and later of this temple as it was re- 
stored by Herod. 
The top of the old 


bill has been leveled and part of the 
Tyropoean Valley has been filled, thus 
forming a level plain, which has xbeen 
•walled in. Within this inclosure are 


the governor's palace and several oth- 
er buildings, some of which are almost 
as old as the mosque itself. The sacred 
building if, called 
indifferently 
the 


Mosque of Omar and the Mosque of 
the Dome of the Rock. It is octagonal 
in form, each side being sixty-seven 
feet long. The top ie crowned with a 
light, airy dome, the top of which is 
167 feet from the ground. The lower 
parts of the walls are covered 
with 


marble slabs. Up higher these slabs 
make way for blue and yellow porce- 
lain tiles with designs of the intricate 
Arabesque sort and Arabic inscriptions. 


The interior of the temple is 130 feet 
in diameter. Within is a corridor thir- 
teen feet in width, lined with eight 
piers and sixteen granite and marble 
columns. The Mohammedane say that 
many of these stones 
and 
columns 


were discovered among the ruins on 
the old hill and that they entered into 
the structure of Herod's Temple, and 
may have been used even in the Tem- 
ple of Solomon. 
Directly under 
the 


dome stands a rock four feet nine inch- 
es in dimensions. It is believed that it 
was from this rock that Mohammed 
ascended to heaven.

A voter upon entering the polling place, and giving his name and residence, will receive a ballot'from the ballot clerk, which must have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other can be used. Upon receiv- 


ins his ballot voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advist or indicate in any manner whom to vote lor. 
The voter, if he wishes to vote for alt the candidates nominated by any 


oartv should make a cross maVk X under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot in the square made for that purpose. A ballot so marked and having no other mark, will be counted for all of the candidates oi that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some ot the candidates of the party have 
been erased and will be counted'for'all names written in lieu of one erased or pasted over a printed name. If the voter wishes to vote for some of the candidates of different political parties., he should make a cross mark, X, after the name of each candidate he does desire to vote for. If he wishes to vote for a person fora 
certain office whose name is not on the ballot he must write the name in the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the office. The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three 
in all to anv one voter 
Five minutes time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum, to assist the voter in marking his ballot, can be taken into the booth and may be used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. Afttr it 


is marked it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the prirtted indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on outside may be seen. Then the voter, should pass out of the booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass out of 
the votintr olace 
A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of one or two election officers in marking the same, to be chosen by the voter. The presiding officer may administer an oath, in his discretion, 


as to such person's disability.

cany their fondness for dogs he would 
have used a different and more appro- 
priate metaphor, for Homer was very 
particular about such things. 


In fact, the modern pet dog ia jnst 


beginning to have his day. And snob, a 
day it is. Sensible persons will scarcely 
credit the extent to which feminine 
foolishness in regard to pet dogs is car- 
ried. Now, almost every one admires 
dogs, and nearly every dog owner will 
own np to being guilty of a certain 
amount of mild lunacy in petting them, 
but all must agree that some of the 
extravagances which the fashionable 
worldlings go to in their treatment of 
their canine pets is rank idiocy. 


It is in Paris, that city of eccentric 


modes, that the aristocracy of the dog 
is most complete. London society wom- 
en are almost as inane, and the fashion- 
ables of New York and Chicago are fast 
adopting these senseless customs. 


There are very few of the women 


who pose as leaders of society in either 
of these four cities who do not own front 
one to half a dozen toy dogs. Some of 
them employ maids whose sole duties 
are to look after the wants of these 
canine swells. A few years ago about 
the only method of pampering the pets 
was to load them with jeweled collars 
and feed them on expensive dainties. Of 
late years, however, the equipment of 
toy dogs has been increased until it 
&ow outs a pretty figure in the expense 
•coonnt which the indulgent husband 
has to settle. 


The canine aristocrat of today not 


only wears collars of gold and silver 
which sometimes blaze with diamonds, 
but he has complete costumes for every 
occasion. He has his morning suit or 
dress, his calling costume, his reception 
gown and his robe de nuit or pyjamas. 
He is "tubbed" regularly, he has his 
morning walk in the park with Jeems 
or the maid, he drives in the afternoon 
and he is a prominent figure at teas and 
receptions. In both Paris and London 
there are dog tailors who make a busi- 
nes of furnishing dog clothes. There are 
dog hairdressers, dog dentists and dog 
doctors. 


London has even a dog's club. This 


institution is called the Dogs' Toilet 
club. It is located in Kew Bond street, 
where it is handy to the fashionable 
quarters. The club occupies luxuriously 
furnished rooms and is used as a place 
where wealthy dog owners may have 
their pets bartered and bathed and 
dressed according to the prevailing fash- 
tyfc. Perhaps yon think tbat a dog's 
toilet is a simple affair. Far from it. A 
dandy dog must have his hair sham- 
pooed, combed, brushed and clipped. 
His eyes 'must be bathed in rosewater, 
his nails filed and oiled and polished 
with all the art of a manicure, and then 
he must be dressed in the mode before 
he is ready to appear in society. 


It is said that in Paris no less than 


6,000 dogs have their clothes made by 
their own tailors. An outfit of plain 
dog clothes may be bought for about $65. 
This will include six nightgowns of

batiste or silk, made to button down 
the back and supplemented in cold 
weather by a small quilted silk chest 
protector; a half dozen embroidered 
handkerchiefs, one of which should al- 
ways be carried in a little buttoned 
pocket in the dog's coat; a pair of tan 
leather shoes and a pair of tiny rubber 
boots so that doggie may not get his feot 
muddy in wet weather, a wrapper for 
norning Me, a heavy coat for the sea- 
tide, a lighter coat for morning wear, a 
drtM coat for evening, i» traveling coat 
•M! a fur trimmed overcoat for winter. 


Put top an MUom loaded with Jew- 


•by, bat eeoatkaally a fooli* mistnsi 
has a bracelet made for her darling's 
front leg. .Collars are sometimes expen- 
sive trinkets and may cost well up into 
the hundreds of dollars. A New York 
woman once bad made for her dog a 
collar of solid silver, attached to which 
was a set of chatelaine trinkate which 
exactly duplicated those she wore her- 
self. Toilet sets for dogs are alao made. 
They contain a large variety of combs, 
brushes, nail files and like articles and 
cost all the way from $35 to $100. 


As for tbe dainties upon which pet 


dogs are fed, they are innumerable. Each 
dandy develops eccentricities of appetite 
of hi* own and it not happy unless his 
pampered palate is tickled daily by his 
favorite dishes. Sometimes it is for 
game that doggie hungers, and there if 
a story told of one high bred terrier who 
would turn np his nose at anything less 
choice than broiled breast of pheasant 
served on a silver platter. Trench bon- 
bons, ice cream, «ake and all sorts of 
choice sweetmeats form a part of the 
ordinary diet of these pets of fashion, 
and their mistresses take pride in show- 
ing off his dogship's gattronomioal ec- 
centricities. 


No wonder dog doctors and dog den- 


tists are often in demand and that dog 
hospitals flourish. The dog dentist is 
particularly a busy man. 
Naturally 


dogs' teeth do not require any attention, 
but after they have been subsisting for 
months on an unnatural diet their teeth 
begin to show the effects, and, although 
they enjoy many pleasures which their 
more democratic brothers of the streets 
never heard of, yet they have to pay for 
it by their suffering with toothache and 
in the dentist's chair. Sometimes false 
teeth take the place of the natural ones 
that have been destroyed by candy and 
other dainties. A Chicago dog dentist 
once made a complete set of teeth for a 
pet setter. Each tooth had to be manu- 
factured separately, and then the plate 
had to be fitted to doggie's month. The 
bill for tbe job was $650 and was paid 
without a murmur by the wealthy 
woman who owned the unfortunate 
beast Gases of filling dogs' teeth with 
gold are frequent. 


Dog doctors* also charge good prices 


for their work. Most of them run dog 
hospitals, where they can take the pa 
tients and have absolute care of them 
for a few weeks. Often the animal ia 
found to be suffering from nothing but 
want of exercise and too rich food. A 
week or two with dog biscuit as a diet 
end a daily run about the yard soon 
brings them around all right. 


Dog etiquette is carried to the utmost 


limit only in Paris. In that city, where 
the word home is unknown, it is con- 
sidered extremely bad taste for a lady 
to be seen driving'out with her chil- 
dren. If she wants to be entirely cor- 
rect, she leaves her children at home 
and takes her dog along.

ABOUT GOLD STANDARD 


"ARGUMENTS." 


FRIEND ED :—I make bold to write 


you again on the tuooey question, tod 
bope you will pardon my penlaMDce. 
The Importance of the issue Is my 
only excuse. I want to dlftcuM M 
briefly as possible, a few of tbe "argu- 
ments" of tbe gold standard advocates. 
I use tbe word few advisedly, M I 
could not hope to answer them all in 
a column or two of space, and modesty 
forbids uiy asking for a whole page. 


The first great argument Is for 


"sound money." Tou have It every- 
where, sound money clubs, sound 
money democrats, sound money tbis 
and sound money that. If you ask 
one of them what he means by sound 
money, it Is 16 to 1 that he cannot 
tell. I have been of the opinion tbat 
It refers to the amount of sound 
(noise) they are making. 
However, 


let us be charitable, and assume that 
they are really sincere, as I have DO 
doubt many of them are, though we 
believe, mistaken. 


The best definition for sound money 


I have been able to find, is a system 
of finance in which there is a dollar 
of primary or redemption money for 
every dollar of secondary or credit 
money. 


Now let us see how sound our pres- 


ent gold standard system of finance 
is. 
On pages *26 and 27 of circular 


No. 123 of the Treasury Department, 
is given a table of the monetary sys- 
tems of the world. From tbis table, 
we find the per capita circulation of 
the leading commercial nations to be 
as follpws:

The United States has a total per 


capita circulation of $22.55, of which 
only $8.41 is gold or redemption 
money. Great Britain has a total of 
$20.78, of which $14.91 is redemption 
money; "France's redemption money is 
$22.19 in a total of $35.77 ; Germany's 
$12.21 in a total of $17.59. Thus It 
will be seen that any one of the coun- 
tries mentioned Is In a much sounder 
financial condition than we are. Not 
only is the per capita of redemption 
money greater, but the amount of 
redemption money in each exceeds the 
credit money by a safe margin. 
Especially is this the case in Great 
Britain, where they have $14.91 of 
redemption to $5.87 of credit money, 
while we have $8.41 to $14.08. And 
when we recollect that by the low 
prices of our exports and consequent 
adverse balance of trade, we are 
steadily losing gold, and tbat what 
we have is securely cornered, com- 
pelling the government to Issue bonds 
every time they want a little of it, 
It is not difficult to estimate the 
"soundness" of our present financial 
condition. 


The republican party Is pledged to 


maintain this condition, but we are 
desiring of giving silver half (he work 
of redemption, thus putting our 
finances on a really sound basis, for 
we would have $17.18 of redemption 
money to $5.37 of credit money. 


Another great gold standard argu- 


ment is "53 cent dollars." Now, I 
would like to know where, on the 
face of the globe, there is such a thing 
as a 53 cent dollar. Not in Mexico, 
for their dollar circulates at full face 
value, nor in any other country, either 
silver or gold standard. When a gov- 
ernment stamps a piece of gold or sil- 
ver, into a dollar, and says it shall be 
a legal tender for all debts, public or 
private, it is pretty apt to circulate 
as a dollar. And I would like to see' 
the man who would part with it for; 
less than 100 cents, when be can pay 
100 cents of debt with It. It reminds' 
me of a little incident that happened, 
on the street corner the other day. A. 
gold standard man was addressing a 
crowd, and to illustrate his Idea, took 
a silver dollar from his pocket and 
said, "My friends, tbis dollar Is worth: 
only 53 cents." 
An old Irishman 


stepped up, and said, "I'll give you 
90 cmts for it." But strange to say, 
be refused to sell it and make a clear 
profit of 37 cents. What he meant 
to say, and what nobody denies, was 
tbat tbe market value of tbe silver in 
the dollar is only 53 cents. But they 
all forget to mention tbat free coinage 
will raise the market value of the sil- 
ver in tbe dollar to 100 cents. 
Then 


if you should be unfortunate enough 
to drop a dollar into the stove and it 
should melt, you would not lose any- 
thing, for you could send it to tbe 
mint and have it coined into a dollar 
again. 


Then they say that free coinage of 


silver will drive all the gold out of 
circulation, and contract the currency 
600 millions. I did not know that it 
was possible to do a thing twice. Gold 
has already been so effectually driven 
out of circulation, tbat it could not 
be found with a search warrant. But, 
leaving that aside, is 11 not true tbat 
as soon as we begin using silver as 
redemption money, the demand for 
gold will decrease, and it is easier to 
get a thing when the demand is less. 
Besides, free coinage will stop the 
unequal competition in foreign trade, 
and raise tbe prices of our exports, as 
explai ned i n my previous letter. This 
will throw the balance of trade in our 
favor, and gold will come to us, instead 
of leaving us. This is clearly shown 
by the fact that in the four years 
previous to 1878, we lost to Europe 
91 million dollars in gold. As soon 
as we began coining silver under the 
Bland-Allison act In 1878, the gold 
began to return, and In tbe succeed- 
ing four years, we gained 179 million 
dollars in gold. Silver rote from $1.15 
to $1.20 per ounce, wh«*t from $1.17 
to |l.90 per bmbel, urt otter article* 


In proportion. Likewise In 1890, 
when the purchase and coinage of 
silver was Increased from t to 4) mil- 
lion ounces per month, silver rose 
from 93 cents to $1.04 per ounce, 
wheat from 88 cent* to $1.09, com 
from 43 to 70 cento, oau frum 28 to 
46 cents, and otber products propor- 
tionally. But McKtnley claims that 
be did all this with hit little tariff 
bill, although prices had been steadily 
falling since 1873, In spite of the 
high republican tariff. 
Wheat alone 


dropped from$1.40 to$l.17 per bushel. 
As soon as gold finds silver doing its 
work, prices Increasing and prosperity 
once more at hand, It will come out 
of its hiding place, to share in tbe 
profits. I will mention just one more 
argument of the gold standard, and 
to my mind, the most insidious of 
them all. They plead tbat tbe labor- 
log man should be paid in tbe money 
having the greatest purchasing power. 
Now what Is tbis but an appeal to a 
man's selfishness, to consider only his 
own interests, no matter what the 
consequences. The man who is for- 
tunate enough, in these times, to be 
employed at living wages, should 
remember tbat when prices are so 
wonderfully low, when his dollar will 
buy so much, he is buying some other 
man's labor wonderfully cheap. And 
what about tbe ever-increasing num- 
ber of men who can not find work to 
do ? What is to become of them ? 
Besides, if we do not arrest the fall of 
prices, manufacturers will find their 
profits getting smaller and will either 
reduce wage", cut down tbe number 
of hours of employment or close down 
altogether. What assurance has tbe 
laborer, with this ever Increasing 
supply and constantly diminishing 
demand for labor, tbat his own wages 
will not be reduced, that he will not 
be put on half time, or that he may 
not lose his employment altogether. 
They hope to blind tbe laboring 'man 
to their real interests by appealing 
to their selfishness, but I have too 
much faith in the patriotism of tbe 
American workingmen to believe that 
they will be influenced by it. 
Tbe 


mere fact that all the money-lenders, 
bond sharks, trusts and other aggre- 
gations of wealth are fighting, tooth 
and nail, tor the single gold standard, 
ought to convince us common people 
that our interests do not lie in tbat 
direction. 
Let us remember tbe 


words of Lincoln, "Monarchy itself 
is sometimes hinted at as a possible 
refuge from the power of the people,. 
In 


my present position I could scarcely 
be justified were I to omit raising a 
warning voice against approaching 
despotism. 
There is one point to 


which I ask a brief attention. It is 
the effort to place capital on an equal 
footing with if not above, labor In the 
struction of the government. 
Let 


them beware of surrendering a political 
power, which they already bave, and 
which if surrendered will surely be 
used to close tbe door of advancement 
against such as they, and to fix new 
disabilities and burdens upon them 
till all liberty jfcoH be tort." 


Could word* be more appropriate to 


our present condition ?

In local campaigns this paper has 


always taken the position that it is 
poor policy to enter into personalities, 
or to abube candidates on the opposite 
side. We still hold to this opinion, 
but while contradicting an accusation 
made by the Journal, it will be neces- 
sary to give a few figures and facts, 
inasmuch as our neighbor has set the 
ball rolling. 
It says, "Under the 


leadership of Nic. Gross, Democratic 
candidate for sheriff, certain members 
of that party appear to be massing 
their popguns upon Frank Wheelock, 
^Republican candidate for the same 
office." 
If Mr. Gross and his friends 


were or are doing so, it seems legitim- 
ate in politics, and certainly no more 
than Mr. Wheelock and his frinds are 
doing, but the former has not resorted 
to tactics introduced by the latter, 
and which are certainly original in 
this campaign. For instance : A cer- 
tain Republican business man in the 
city publicly announced that he would 
support Gross. This came to the ears 
of Wheelock, who called upon the said 
business man, and by intimidation, 
saying that he could prove that he 
had defrauded the government iu his 
business, and that even if he had not, 
he would make the expense cost him 
several hundred dollars. 
The said 


business man, however, was not to be 
coerced or intimidated, and the con- 
versation, which was made in the 
presence of witnesses, is now a matter 
of public gossip and is acting as a 
boomerang. 


The Journal further says, "They 


have chosen another method of attack 
and are trying to make the people 
believe that Mr. 
Wheelock's ad- 


ministration was 
an extravagant 


one." Whether anyone has ever made 
the charge ot extravagence or not, 
THE GAZETTE does not know, but no 
one can deny that his administration 
was an expensive one. At the llrst 
session of the county board after Mr. 
Wheelock was elected sheriff, he was 
allowed 
$1,920.85 
for fees, 
etc. 


Another bill of $190.69 was presented, 
but $116.66 was referred back as 
turnkey service. This was disallowed, 
but a compromise made by allowing 
$150 per annum for a turnkey. Sheriff 
Leahy's total bill for the same time 
only amounted to $1,521.92, a reduc- 
tion of about 25 per cent. 
At the 


next session of the county board, 
Sheriff Wheelock presented bills for 
fees, boarding prisoners and taking 
prisoners to Waupun and patients to 
Oshkosh, amounting to $4,106.28. 
Whether you call this extravagant, 
or by some other name, It is just as 
expensive and sounds just as dear to 
tne. tax payer who is called upon to 
pay the bills. This amount was cut 
down $639.00 as per a former resolu- 
tion of the board, but when coming 
before that body was allowed in full. 
Mr. Wheelock's fees from the county 
alone during that year amounted to 
$2,729.96, the balance being paid for 
board for prisoners, and the sum total 
as given above does not include that 
received by his deputies. In the light 
of these facts (and further details are 
not necessary) just why The Journal 
should coruc out at this time and ac- 
cuse Mr. Gross and his friends with 
"massing their popguns'" to show that 
Mr. Wheelock's administration had 
been an expensive one, we cannot 
comprehend. 
The intelligent voter 


will see and know this without any 
massing whatsoever, or without the 
aid of a search light, and no excuse 
that may be made will lead him to 
believe that it was not expensive.

Of this number the poll-book* will 
ohow the names of lorty and perhaps fllty 
Indians and hull-breeds, belonging to the 
Buffalo band of Chlppewa Indians and living 
on the Red Clill reservation. You will under- 
stand that I am not objecting to McDill, but 
to the principle of nolens volens In elections. 
This applies of course to our local candidates. 
This class ol voters. Indians and half-breeds, 
are controlled almost wholly by whiskey and 
other Illegitimate means and Influences; con- 
sequently as long as this regime exists we 
will not nave the better class of citizens con- 
trol the Interests ol our country. 
Ashland 
county cast 214 votes. Of this number you 
received but 4. In the latter county Is located 
Bad River reservation, whose 
occupants 
were permitted to vole at will, notwithstand- 
ing they are as Illiterate and Ignorant as the 
Digger Indians. Neither have they been de- 
clared citizens by any act of Congress or by 
State legislation, nor have either of those 
bands abandoned their tribal relations, but 
retain full membership nnd acknowledge 
allegiance to their chiefs. If the vote between 
you and MoDlll IB as close as reported, these 
illegal votes thrown out will seat you and se- 
cure a precedent of Infinite value to the pur- 
ity ol the ballot and good morals on Lake 
Superior, Will be pleased to hear from you 
In regard to the matter, believing that It It 
benefits you we too will be benofltted. 


Extract from a letter dated at La- 


point : 


Speaking of the election, the most of the 
voters were Indians, drawing pay from the 
government. In Hayfleld county more than 
half their voters were half-breeds and Indians 
living on their reservation. 
I objected to 


their voting here, but they wer« allowed to 
vote.

Richard Kief, of Superior, In said county, 


being duly sworn, says he Is a citizen and 
legalvoler In said county; has resided there- 
in over twenty years, and IB personally ac-

That each and every one of them are per* 
ions of Indian descent, and are members of 
the tribe of Chlppewa Indians of Lake Super- 
ior, and belong'to either the Fond du Lac 
band or to the Boll Fort band of said tribe,1 
and are enrolled with the individuals of one 
or the other ol said bands, and are now on the 
list* and pay rolls and receive allowances of 
money and property under the treaties; and 
that deponent believes each and every one 
of them voted tor A. 8. McDill for member of 
Congress at the general election of 1874. 


The writer of the letter of Dec. 9th, 


1875, was a Col. Henderson, from 
Iowa, then in the revenue service, 
and had been in the late war, in 
which he was wounded. 
I investi- 


gated the matter fully and could 
easily prove my election by at least 
200 votes, by reason of the Indian 
vote for McDill. Mr. McDill also in- 
vestigated the matter and wa« in full 
possession of the truth of the facts 
set forth in the above communica- 
tions. In my answer to his petition 
I had set forth the above facts, names 
of the said illegal voters, and was pre- 
pared to prove them to be illegal, and 
expected to go on with the contest, 
when 1 icceived from him the follow- 
ing letter, which is also printed in 
the record, and was filed by him with 
the clerk, II. R.:

McDill lost 40 votes in Wood coun- 


ty. The Supreme Court decision in 
the case arising in that county between 


two county officers shows he was un- 
justly deprived of so many votes by 
fraud.

Recently the Hanna bureau Issued a 


bulletin claiming that the

me as a blunder. The maintenance 
of the gold standard is the maintenance 
of a dollar which is constantly rising 
in value. It means falling price*, ruin 
of farmers, hard times, black Fridays, 
the rule of the banking syndicates, 
the repeated Issue of government bonds 
for loans, and the continued uoe of the 
endless chain."
